While Hinchley differentiates between the different type of streams, Hinchley clearly allows for determining and adjusting data rates of 
transport stream, where the multimedia processor 250 "adjust the data rates of the stream to optimally process the data responsive to 
the format required" (Column 5, lines 60-65) the transport stream format. Fig. 2 shows the multimedia processor, and even though the 
description used is for a elementary multimedia stream, this should not be read in a vacuum, as Hinchley clearly states the multimedia 
processor capable of handling different formats. Per the arguments on the dependent claims, Hinchley adding, deleting padding bits in 
the form of frames, macroblocks, etc. is construed to be the throttling that applicant claims, since it controls the speed of data 
transmission. The after final arguments will be entered into the record.. 
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
